Revolutionary Men and Reini- 

nieeenoes. 

— 

; A correspondent of the Petersburg! 
Erprc 0 . 1 , writing from “near Lcotowu, 

, Jefferson county, Virginia,” sends that 
• pajH;r an interesting letter about Revo- 
1 lutionary men and reminiscence*, from 
which we make the following extract: 

In the imiuc liatc vicinity of the spot 
from which 1 address you these lines, 
are the dilapidated and antique residen- 
ces of three distinguished Major Gener- 
als of the American Revolution. With- 
in a radius of one mile and a half lived, 
long and wear)’ years, Charles Lee, the 
sinister hero of Monmouth; Horatio i 
Gates, the loser of the battle of Camden 1 
and ihe Southern campaign; and Adam 1 
'.Stephen, the early friend of Washing- 
: ton. Iu this little village — on whose 
golden forests 1 am gazing — under the 
shadows of the great woods here — re- 1 
mote from camps and the flashing world, 
these three warriors rusted out the re- 
mainder of tlieir lives iu inglorious re- 
pose, the sword, in moth-eaten scabbards, 
no more to be drawn. Here, if I mis- 
take not, two of them died, and soon i 
even these lingering memorials of them 
will crumble and disappear, as their fig- 
ures are fading from the general mind! 

Lee's house is a hundred paces from [ 
the little assemblage of houses called! 
by his name, and is an oblong building 
of stone, with chimneys at cac-h end and 
midway — low, with a rude porch, de- 
pending, as it wi re, above the rough door, 
and with few out houses. Gates lived 
somewhat further from the town, in a 
plain, undecorated building; andSteph-j 
on occupied a mansion probably built by 
the earliest pioneers of the valley, iu 
which everything is “mail and confined 
but the fire-place. Rut that is neither 
small or confined. It is grand— enor- 
mous ! Around it how many good com- 
panions must have gathered in the old- 
en day, and what sound.- of revelry shook 
the rafters overhead ! You may read of 
Adam Stephen in ^ parks’ edition of the 
writings of Washington ; aud there you 
will find that among the hardy gentle- 
men who stood shoulder to shoulder with 
the joung chief at Winchester, when 
the Indians ravaged the valley a hun- 
dred ye trs ago, was Lieutenant Stephen, j 
A large landed proprietor hereabouts, 
he doubtless repented the trespass »f the 
Indians upon hi* grounds, stretching 
toward the foot of the g-eat North Moun- 
tain — at least, we know that ho did good 
service, lie was afterwards an effective 
oilkvr of the Revolutionary Struggle, but 



battle of Princeton, disgusted at some- 
thing or other — aud so came hither, and 
lived and died. 

Of Gates and Loo, more is known; 
the story of the woful quarrel of the lat- 
ter with Washington at Monmouth, you 
may read in full in the recently publish- 
ed third volume of Irving's great work. 
It is probable that history will finally 
show that Lee was not so much in the 
wrong as the world supposes. That he 
made a blunder in ordering his forces to 
retreat — and that this retreat very near- 
ly ruined all the plans of Washington, 
and lost us the haltle — this is certain. 
Rut it was probably an error of judg- 
ment — not a wanted' courage. In Leutz’s 
great picture, he sits on his horse, sul- 
lenly before the Chief, whose hot anger 
flames out — all that he did and said af- 
terwards was sullen too, unfortunately, 
lligh words — indignant correspondence 
— Washington cold and haughty — Lee 
raging; then a court martial — suspen- 
sion for a year — and Lee, in utter dis- 
gust, threw up his commission, and came 
hither “to hoe tobacco — that being the 
best school for a General,” he said, with 
a sneer at Washington. And here in 
this poor and obscure dwelling, as I have 
said, rusted out the sharp spirit of Lee, 
and fell into dust and oblivion. With 
few neighbors — no friends; surrounded 
by hounds and horses, and making the 
chase his only occupation, nearly; thus 
lived the Geucral and died. Oue day, 
long afterwards, says a tradition of the 
neighborhood, Washington sent his old 
ad er-ary a note, saying that he would 
call on s certain morning ant! see him — 
that he hoped all past contention and 
bitterness had been forgot!-. n — he was 
coming to see him as an old comrade in 
arms — as a friend. 

Ou the day fixed for the visit, Lee 
sent away all his servants — placed upon 
the locked front door a paper with “No 
meat cooked here to-day,’’ written there- 
on — and then followed his servants, 
leaving Washington to knock in vain, 
lie never returned, and with the passing 
year, the eccentric soldier grew more 
morose and repelling. The ground floor 
of his house was divided by chalk lines 
merely, forming thus four compartments. 
In the first lie kept his books — in the 
second was his bed — his saddles and 
hunting gear in the third; the fourth 
wa& used for a kitchen. He could thus 
sit in one spot, he said with grim hu- 
mor, and overlook his entire household. 
Tired of his dogs and his silent misan- 
thropy at last, lie commenced his “Que- 
ries, Political and Military” — an attack 
on Washington. But the world declin- 
ed listening to him, and then, tired of 
life, the cynical spirit of Charles Leo 
flrd to other realms. His last words 
were — “Stand by me, my brave grena- 
diers!” and so he ended. 

A word now of the third day of ny 
triad of warriors. Horatio Gates came 
to the old house yonder after Camden. — 
It was the Gates who had taken Bur- 
goyue, and whose popularity atone timo 
overshadowed Washington's. But now 
alas! how fallen! The hreutli of an in- 
dignant public opinion had blasted him; 
aud his laurels w ere all scared aud with- 
ered. lie had lost the battle of Cam- 
dem — had been deposed from the com- 
mand of the army of the South, to make 
way for Greene— over his head lo.wered 
a heavy cloud of public execration al- 
most; and Congress, it was said, had 
prepared its thunderbolt to strike him. 
Rut the bolt never fell. The sad sol- 
dier's sorrow was respected. They left 
him to die in peace here — enough pun- 
ishment that the maguificcnt drama of 
the Revolution was played out, indepen- 
dent of one who had enacted so splen- 
did a part in the earlier acts. 

These three old wooden houses arc 
the viaable remains of three vigorous 
lives — in them to the musing eye, the 
spirits of Gates, and Lee, and Stephen, 
hover arour.d them still, speaking iu ev- 
ery whisper of tho piue trees and tLe 
oaks — those ancient oaks of the noble 
English looking “chase ’ which murmur 
yonder beneath the window — through 
whose lengthened vista appears the lone 
mansion of General Adam Stephen. — 
Hove, withiu a gun shot almost of each 
other, these men of history reposed — 
thon*rh not happily we must conclude 
— after all their struggles. The current 
of the Opequon, resonant in old days 
with savage shouts and dyed with blood, 
murmured by ‘Lem; and perhaps spoke 
to their minds of other days, typifying 
human things which ever hud and flow ; 
and change like the skies of Autumn 
yonder — the gorgeous leaves, whose col- 
ors vary with each day. 

Habits. — Like flakes of snow that 
fall unperceived upon the earth, seem- 
ing unimportant events of life succeed 
one another. As the snow gathers to- 
gether, so are our habits formed. No 
single flake that is added to the pile pro- 
duces a sensible change, no single action 
creates — however it may exhibit a man s 
character; but as the tempest burls the 
avalanche down the mountains and 
overwhelm the inhabitant aud his habi- 
tation, so passion, aetiiur upon the ele- 
ments of mischief which pernicious 
habits have brought together hv imper- 
ceptible accumulation, may overthrow" 
the edifice of truth and virtue.

Plowing with Three Horses. — Few 
farmers are aware of the advantage ol 
plowing with three horses instead of using 
only two, as is the common method. For 
breakiug-in colls, particularly, this is a 
very practicable method. A colt may 
be placed on the near side of a span of 
horses, making him pull on the end of a 
•weep against the span — on the principle 
of a steel yard, the length to be propor- 
tioned according to the strength and en-, 
durance of the unsteady movement of 
the colt. To prevent the plow from run- 
ning too much to land the clevy will 
have to b« placed far to the near side— or, 
belter yet, a plow beam sprung sufficient- 
ly to the near side substituted for the old 
one. In harrowing, also, a much great- 
er amount of work may be done than 
with only two horses. The three-horse 
team gives a power and steadiness of 
movement truly surprising to those who 
have never tried such a team before. 

Wisconsin Farmer. 



Cheap Ice House. — A correspondent 
of the American Farmer furnishes the 
following: 

We will give you onr experience with 
• cheap ice-house. Four years ago last 
January, we had one dug, of the follow- 
ing dimensions, Tiz: teu feet every wa^; 
this was dug on high ground into a firm . 
clay; after getting it this depth, we had 
the bottom made into the bowl shape, 
and laid down small logs across it; at the 
surface we had a pen made of logs around 
the edge, to the height of four feet, and 
the dirt that came out of the hole w as 
thrown up aud rammed around the pen; 
this pen increased the depth to fourteen 
feet. The part in the ground has no 
wailing of any description. When fill- 
ing, we have a email quantity of straw 
kept between the ice and the earth. Fif- 
teen wagon loads will fill my house, and 
it has been empty but once in four years, 
and that was in November, and then it 
was emptied by takiug out cart loads at 
a time for extraordinary purposes. Af- 
ter the bank was thrown up around the 
pen, we, set in four blocks at the corn- 
ers of logs, twenty feet long; they were 
cut this length in order to throw the 
eaves some five or six feet from the ice, 
aud thereby secure it from the intrusion 
of water. There was left sufficient space 
between the logs to admit a free circula- 
tion of uir. The walls have crumbled 
very little — more the first year than any 
since, acd this was caused by rats. We 
paid a workman four dollars for putting 
ou the roof, hanging-doors, etc., and thi 
was the whole cost, sate the Inborn!, 
of four farm hands, two days, digging am* 
putting up the logs, and the cost of ma- 
terials.
